To 
thedemoeratei870 to<l 1M7 hironght 
victories at the p )!!-*; 1840 and 1880

"To show that the republican tnrm 
en did not vote for Cleveland in 1802 
I nnalyied the deeUon vetume town 

by town throughout the nirnl districts 
of Mew York and discovered thai the 
rural vote for Cleveland waa even 

less in 1892 than in 1888, in every 
agiicultiiral county of »i e Empi'( 
state. In Ohio it was just tlit miine 
Cleveland's vote in 1882 wai less than 
in 1888 in ell the mral townshipti of 
the agricultural counties.

South (Jarolinn, ^.nen 
s'le had .')0,000 letw voters than now, 
eo* 183.021 voters for Hays and Til- 
den, The total vote this year, how- 
ever, was not much over 00,000, or 
about a fourth oi the full vote. 

"The immense fiepublican plurali- 
ties this year are not the result of an 
e.\traordinary republican vote, but of 
an exceedingly small democratic vote.

Mb. Eorron: The recent change 
in the title and dignity of some ot 
the lepreaentatives of foreign coun- 
triea nt ^ nation's capital htm a\>pa- 

icntlybed no apjirceiahlc cfl'ect on 
their style of living. Although now 
the diplomatic lepreeentativea of Bn- 

glund, France and Italy are able to 
write the title of ambaFS.idor before 
their names, they seem to continue to 
live much as they did when they were 
plain ministers. Probably one expla- 
nation is that the accession of ranlc 
means no addition to their saUry. 
That is certainly the eaae witfi tbe 

reprcBentativeH abroad of this country 
who were not long ng« elevated to the 
dignity of ambassadors, and iu recog- 
uition of which' the countries honored 
by tbe presence of such august per- 
sonages raised their own representa- 
tives to tbe Mune rank. The British 
minister, or rather ambanador, live^ 

in a spacious reei'lonoe on the fash- 
ionable driveway of the city, w!ii( b 
was built by BriUsh money and is the 
property of tbe British govemroent. 
The British anbeMMlor goto 180,000 
a year which, with a number of allow 
ances, gives liim a latliei .-nug Fum 
to enable him to keep the wolf from 
the door.

The laws and the au- 
thority of the United Sutes govern- 
ment, great as it is, can not invade 
those sacred precincta. When the 
minbter or an attache walka abroad, 
he is l)eyoni1 the juriedictfoBOf loeol 
laws. The police can not afreet him 
nor enter his home. Sometimes a 
lively attache becomes hilarious, and 
while in that condition smashes win- 
dows and defies the police. The local 
authoritiea can make complaint, but 
can not tooek bin. 

On the other hand, while the digni- 
ty and rights of tbe diplomau are 
oarefblly guarded, at tbe same tinO 

any violation on their part of the re-

I'uiiils of all a^es 
and degrees of advancement come to- 
gether and eacb grade dlalnlshes the 
opnortniiities of the other. Primary 
ami advanced instruction proceed- 
together, eaoh aintna% taterfienng 
witii the other; and so wide a rat^ge 
of employment is given to the tcu- 
ciier, that he oaa nevMr beoone an 
adept ill any <(epaftmont of inatmo- 
lion, and he c:lu not do justice to 
all} cla'?s. Wo w!io have lau.;lit in 
ungraded schools knoiv, these things 
to be all of truth. 

Now these troubles i.icidcnt to 
sparse pupilage and consequent lack 
of public money to defray expenses 
for a sutlleient numiier of teachers 
etc., has been overcome in towns 
where two bnndred aiid flfty or more 
pupils aretolic found. A:. l in tliese 
towns ttud cities throughout our co'u- 
try yon will generallf find what are 
tt.-rmed graded public schools tajght 
by a principal teacher and an eUlcient 
corps of aaaletantt. i 

Thev arepidilic because every child 
within the school district of proper 
requirementa has free aooeaa to them. 
Graded they are because every pupil 
entering the school naturally ond ea- 
sily finds his proper place, and find- 
ing it ndn^mmSMf^ (tep or grade 
by grade, to the fnll development of 
all bla powers and faonlties, and to 
the acquisition of aucb knowledge aa 
shall be of greatest worth in the dis- 
charge of life's daily duties. 

How long a lime shall be re(iuired 
Ky' the pupil to do this depends mncb 
upon tlie length of the course of stu. 
(ly used in the school, more upuu the 
pareute and teacher^ and moat upon 
the pupil himself. The course of 
study in some graded schools where 
the number of teaobers are not limi- 
ted embrace twelve grades, taking a 
period of twelve years to complete. 
But we shall say Marion's graded 
public school will have a oourse of 
study sensibly laid down and firmly 
adhered to, which wit^ consist of ten 
grades, taking a pupl) six years of 
age of average ab'.lltjr ten years to 
I onipleti!.

course of two grade, t.iking two 
years to complete, has been made 
out. This uhull constitute tiio third 
or high school department. >^

ough, able and progressive in their 
worii. Each shall have their grades 
assigned tham, aeoMdiag to their es- 
pecial adaptation.

The order and discipline maintain 
ed ill the school shall be as rational 
and systematic, a« may bo found in 
the best graded aohooU over the 
land. 

Only one thing we ask, that is the 
cooperation of parents and trustees, 
and possessing the belief we shall 
receive the hearty support of the pu- 
pils, we shall be boastful enough to 
prodlot that the future vialtor to the 
school sliall be presented witli a sight 
of a system of mauugcmcul and work 
as amo!)the and aolf 'regnlatlnji; as 
maybe possible anywhere. 

We verily believe that we have 
answered in brief the qneetlon put 
in the beginning of this ar'iele, and 
in doing so have sketched iu i>lan 
and purpose a modern Uraded Public 
High School; such we believe Marion 
needs and wants; such we shall with 
energetic atrivittg, Ood helping us, 
give her. •
